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The Growth of Bryan 


A nnouncem ent wan received in Bryan this morning 
of the preliminary census count for this city, placing it at 
7,814. 
This figure com pared with 6,307 returned in the 
census of 1920, show s a gain of 1,507 in population, oi 
slightly more than 23 percent. 
This return unquestionably is disappointing to m any 
residents of Bryan w ho had figured that the population 
of the city would approxim ate at least 8.500 persons. 
There are those, also, w ho will conclude that the count u a s 
not com plete and that a considerable num ber of residents 
were overlooked or not contacted with by the en u m eia to is. 
But disappointing as the return may be and regardless 
of w hether som e residents w ere missed, which is entirely 
possible as it was almost physically im possible tor the 
limited number of enum erators to m ake the m any trips and 
calls necessary to check every person, in the lim ited period 
allow ed for the work, there may be found m uch reason for 
congratulation if all the factors in the local situation are 
considered. 
T w o population minim izing factors must he consider­ 
ed. 
O ne is that ten years ago there w as a large group 
o f federally supported students, most of them married and 
with com paratively large families, attending I exas A. & 
M. C ollege w ho resided in Bryan. 
W hen governm ent pay 
was cut off these persons left and there has been no com ­ 
parative group to take its place. 
Also, there is no question 
but that many negroes, finding w’ork slack in the city, have 
sought work on the farms of this territory and for that 
reason w ere not counted in the census. 
On the other hand it must he rem em bered that Bryan 
is not an industrial com m unity, nor has it been e ffected by 
any boom of any kind. 
It is a market city in the center of 
a fertile agricultural territory and of the type that grow s 
slow ly, as a rule. 
An increase in population ot better than 
23 percent will com pare favorably with that show n by 
most other com m unities o f anything like its size in this 
state, and especially in East and Central Texas. 
Also, consideration should be given the fact that the 
corporate limits of the city w ere not extended tor the pur­ 
poses of the census. 
There is little question but that a p ­ 
proxim ately 2,000 persons live just outside the corporate 
limits of the city, m any of them just across and adjacent 
to this im aginary line. 
To all intents anti purposes they 
are residents of Bryan. 
Many of them are em ployed here 
and most of them Jo most of their shopping and other busi­ 
ness in this city. 
In addition there has been a grow th at C ollege Sta­ 
tion. 
W hile no figures are yet available there is good rea­ 
son to estim ate the population of this com m unity at ap ­ 
proxim ately 2,000. 
In view of these facts it is reasonable to estim ate a 
com bined population for Bryan, its im m ediate environs and 
for C ollege Station of approxim ately 
12,000. 
The im­ 
portant fact, in a consideration o f population figures, is to 
discover the number of persons living in the im m ediate 
market territory. 
The areas included in this discussion 
of the matter all are within gunshot, alm ost, o f the busi­ 
ness section of Bryan ami practically all the business ot 
the people from these areas is transacted here. 
The figures m ay not show the population increase in 
Bryan that w as expected, hut we have every reason to con­ 
gratulate ourselves on a steady and healthy grow th and 
to look to the future without misgiving. 
One of the most 
encouraging features of this increase is that m any ot the 
new residents of Bryan have built and ow n their own 
homes. 
The growth here is not the result of a migration 
that m ay move at any time, hut rather because men and 
wom en have chosen, for business or other reasons, to make 
this city their permanent place of abode.

The drive is undertaken under 
the supreme court decision y est et 
day that the distribution of such 
equipment is illegal under the Vol­ 
stead la\v 
After the big leaders are “wip­ 
ed out,” Commissioner Dolan said 
his department would “go down 
the line.” 
The ruling was made in the test 
case which resumed from the seiz­ 
ure of such materials from 
Ike 
Danovite, the surviving partner of 
the Feitler Bottle Company 
of 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 
Treasury officials said I he sale 
of bottles, corks and other con­ 
tainers used in making liquor was 
widespread, and if it was found 
they could be seized the p roh ib i­ 
tion bureau would have an effec­ 
tive instrument with which to light 
bootleggers who sell home brew. 
No effort bas been made by the 
prohibition bureau to 
interfere 
with the manufacture 
of 
home 
brew in private homes, but its e f­ 
forts have been directed toward 
stopping manufacture by persons 
who sell it. 
The decision of 
the supreme 
court was unanimous. 
It held that 
the purpose of the prohibition act 
was to “suppress the entire traf­ 
fic” ami that “the act should be 
liberally construed to the end of 
this suppression. ’ 
To this end, it 
co n ten d e d such articles could 
be 
seized when offered for sa ie 
in 
such a mode as purposely to at­ 
tract persons who want them for 
the illegal manufacture of liquor. 
The opinion was handed down 
by Justice Holmes, who explained 
that the controversy turned on the 
proper interpretation to be given 
the prohibition against the "manu­ 
facture” of illicit liquor. He stated 
the statute made it “unlawful to 
have or possess any 
iiquor 
or 
property designed for the manu­ 
facture of liquor intended for use 
in violating this 
chapter,” 
and 
that there was no property right 
in such liquor or property. 
A search warrant may be issued, 
he explained, and the liquor with 
its containers and other property 
seised must be held subject to the 
orders of the court, 
lf the seized 
liquor or property was unlawfully 
held, possessed, or used, the liquor 
and property designed for its un­ 
lawful manufacture, 
must, 
he 
added, be destroyed, 
unless 
the 
court ordered otherwise. 
Danowits bad contended, Justice 
Holmes 
pointed 
out, that 
the 
empty containers, bottles and oth­ 
er apparatus seized I rom him had 
not been and could not be used for 
the manufacture of liquor, which 
the law prohibjj^iL^ecause 
the 
manufacture hg^Jbeen completed 
before the bottles pnd other con­ 
tainer: could be used, and that the 
articles were not designed for and 
could not even 
be used in the 
“manufacture” of liquor. 
Asserting that Danovitz’ 
argu­ 
ment “ is obviously correct if the 
word 'manufacture' be taken in the 
strictest adn most exact sense,” 
Justice Holmes stated, “the word 
may be used in a looser way to 
express the 
whole 
process 
by 
which an article is made ready for 
sale on the open market.”
